“The  power  of  little  things  de- 
termines our  destiny,”  said  Elder 
Alma  Sonne,  Assistant  to  the 
Council  of  Twelve  of  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day- 
Saints,  in  the  Devotional  speech 
held  Tuesday  at  10:00  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse, 

THE  CHURCH  leader  stated 
that  little  things  are  important 
ina  complicated  and  law-govern- 
ed world. 

“A  word  or  unpremeditated  act 
may  transform  a soul,”  Elder 
Sonne  told  his  audience,  and  cit- 
ed the  time  when  the  three  words 
“come  follow  me”  induced  the 
fishers  to  leave  their  fish  nets 
and  follow  Jesus. 

ELDER  SONNE  pointed  out: 
that  some  men  boast  about  their 
strong  points  and  fail  to  mention 
their  weak  points. 

“Few  things  in  life  are  perm- 
anent,” he  said,  but  pointed  out 
there  are  some  things  that  do 
not  change,  such  as  honor,  cour- 
age, power  and  faith.

“They  will  spell  failure  and  de- 
feat. ViTiy?  Because  they  have 
wasted  time,”  pointed  out  Elder 
Sonne. 

“WHAT  I SEE  here  before  me 
today  possibly  could  not  be  dup- 
licated anywhere  in  the  world,” 
Elder  Sonne  commented,  making 
reference  to  his  audience,  and 
compared  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity to  a light  set  upon  a hill.

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Adittinlsfration  Encourages  Students 
To  Exercise  Their  Opportunity  to  Vote 


Editor’s  Note:  The  followi-'g  informa- 
tion has  appeared  in  the  Daiiy  Universe 
in  previous  Issues.  However,  this  is  an 
official  statement  by  Vice  President 
Clyde  D.  Sandgren  and  reflects  the  feel- 
ing of  the  University  Administration  on 
the  subject  of  voting  by  students. 

Election  Day  is  only  a week 
away  but  there  is  only  one  re- 
maining registration  day  before, 
all  qualified  voters  should  cast 
ballots  for  the  candidates  cf  their 
choice.  In  order  to  avoid  uncer-  j 
tainly  as  to  the  rights  of  BYU 
students  to  vote  in  Utah  we  have 
deemed  it  wise  to  release  this 
statement  for  their  benefit. 

It  is  important  that  all  stu- 
dents who  are  21  years  of  age  or 
older  exercise  their  voting  power. 
This  is  a precious  right  and  op- 
portunity under  our  Constitution. 
If  a student  is  legally  entitled  to 
vote  here,  he  should  do  so.  If 
his  legal  residence  is  elsewhere, 
he  should  vote  by  means  of  an 
absentee  ballot. 

To  be  eligible  as  a voter  in 
Utah  a student  must: 

1.  Be  a citizen  of  the  U.S. 

2.  Be  at  least  21  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  voting. 

3.  Have  been  a continuous  re- 
sident of  Utah  for  at  least  one 
year. 


4.  Have  been  a continuous  re-  ■ 
sident  of  the  County  in  which  he  j 
seeks  to  vote  for  at  least  four 
months,  and 

5.  Have  been  a continuous  re- 
sident of  his  voting  district  for 
at  least  sixty  days. 

The  Utah  law  specifies  that,  in 
order  for  a person  to  change  his 
I residence,  he  must  have  the  in- 
tent to  make  the  the  new  locat- 
ion his  legal  residence  as  opposed 
to  a temporary  place  of  resid- 
ence. 

In  order  that  students  may 
vote  in  a proper  manner  without 
encountering  difficulties,  the  fol- 
lowing comments  and  suggest- 
ions are  offered. 

Students  neither  gain  or  lose 
their  residence  merely  by  attend- 
ing BYU.  If  students  intend  to 
reside  in  Utah  and  are  not  living 
here  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
going  to  school,  they  have  the 
right  to  vote  here  if  they  meet 
the  other  requirements. 

However,  if  you  are  in  Utah 
only  to  go  to  school  and  you  have 
a definite  intention  of  returning 
to  your  former  home  at  the  end 
of  the  school  year  or  when  you 


I are  graduated,  you  have  not  est- 
j abiished  a voting  residence  in 
this  state. 

If  students  do  not  intend  to 
return  home,  but  it  is  their  pur- 
pose to  stay  here  an  appreciable 
lengh  of  time,  they  may  vote  in 
Utah. 

If  a student  drives  an  auto- 
mobile with  an  out-of-state  lic- 
ense and/or  has  declared  himself 
to  be  a non-resident,  he  is  not  eli- 
gible to  vote  in  Utah. 

If  a student  is  married,  drives 
a Utah-licensed  car,  pays  Utah 
taxes  and  has  lived  the  required 
lengths  of  time  in  the  state, 
county  and  voting  princinct,  are 
probably  eligible  to  vote  in  Utah. 

If  a student  is  single  living 
in  Utah  for  the  purpose  of  attend- 
ing BYU  and  his  parents  reside  in 
another  state,  he  is  probably  a 
legal  resident  of  the  state  in 
which  his  parent  reside. 

If  you  are  in  doubt  as  to 
your  eligibility  to  vote  in  Utah, 
it  is  suggested  that  you  talk  with 
an  election  official.  No  student 
who  is  qualified  to  vote  should 
fail  to  do  so  merely  because  he 
is  challenged.

BOSTON,  (AP)  In  a city 
which  loved  John  F.  Kennedy, 
President  Johnson  pledged  Tues- 
day to  follow  the  example  of  cou- 
rage and  judgment  he  said  was 
set  by  the  assassinated  President 
in  the  Cuban  missile  crisis. 

Johnson’s  speech  here  launch- 
ed a coast-to-coasl  campaign  trip 
wiiich-will  keep  him  on  the  road 
almost  constantly  until  the ' vo- 
ters decide  a week  hence  whe- 
ther he  or  Sen.  Barry  Goldwater 
is  to  occupy  the  White  House 
for  the  next  four  years. 

Johnson  said  Kennedy’s  cour- 
age and  determination  in  the  Cu- 
ban crisis  “brought  a Commun- 
ist withdrawal,  and  a memorable 
victory  for  the  cause  of  free- 
dom, and  a turning  point  in  the 
cold  war.”  ^ 

In  his  prepared  Boston  speech, 
Johnson  said  “we  will  continue 
on  the  path  of  courage — bravery 
in  time  of  crisis,  firmness  in  the 
face  of  threats  and  the  undram- 
atic  but  ultimate  courage  to  pur- 
sue-our  goals  despite  frustrations 
and  setbacks,  regardless  of  the 
length  of  the  journey.” 

Lauding  Kennedy’s  judgment 
after  the  Cuban  showdown,  John- 
son said  “we  did  not  press  our 
victory  or  try  to  humiliate  Soviet 
Union.  Instead  we  seized  the 
chance  to  move  toward  meaning- 
ful and  lasting  settlements  which 
might  lessen  the  danger  of  war. 
One  of  the  results  was  the  test 
ban  treaty.”

“We  will  continue  to  apply 
judgment  but  not  impulse,  res- 
traint not  recklessness,  wisdom 
not  uncontrolled  emotion,  to 
great  problems  of  the  world.

Estimates  were  that 
this  high-level  cloud — containing 
the  bulk  of  radioactivity  from  the 
test — floated  out  to  sea  the  night 
of  Oct.  20.

SUCH  IS  THE  case  this  week, 
as  the  Y Center  Barbershop,  in 
conjunction  with  the  coaching 
stair  and  Dave  Schulthess  of 
Sports  Publicity  have  chosen 
Virgil  Carter  the  second  time  this 
year  for  his  outstanding  play  in 
last  week’s  game  with  Texas 
Western. 

Carter  had  a very  profitable 
evening  against  the  Miners  last 
Saturday  as  he  completed  six 
passes  for  171  yards,  and  gained 
a total  of  221  yards,  the  lion’s 
share  of  the  Cougars’  303  total 
yards.

LISTON  LOST  to  Clay  in 
Miami  last  winter  when  his  left 
shoulder  snapped  on  him  and  he 
could  not  continue  past  the  sixth 
round. 

Now  training  in  the  ocean 
breeze  atmosphere  only  a few 
miles  from  where  the  Pilgrims 
landed.  Sonny  worked  out  hard, 
almost  savagely,  for  nearly  two 
hours  before  a group  of  writers 
and  cameramen. 

LISTON  WENT  two  rounds 
each  with.  Amos  (Night  Train) 
Lincoln  and  Williams  after  a 
quick  light  jabbing  session  with 
Faneda  Cox.  Later  he  went 
through  heavy  sessions  on  both 
the  heavy  and  light  bags. 

Proving  the  superiority  of  his 
left,  Liston  pounded  Lincoln’s 
body  and  continually  knocked 
Williams'  head  gear  a jar  with 
explosive  shots  before  the  hook 
sent  the  Boston  heavyweight  to 
a hospital  in  nearby  Sandwich. 


WHEN  A QUESTIONER  sug- 
gested Liston  looked  ready  right 
now  for  the  Nov.  16  Boston  Gar- 
den fight.  Sonny  replied: 

“I  feel  very  sharp  but  I don’t 
think  I’m  ahead  of  myself.  I'm 
concentrating  more  on  speed 
than  on  weight  this  time. 

“I  know  I didn’t  work  half  as 
hard  for  the  first  fight  as  I did 
this  time.” 


The  Milwaukee  Braves  this 
week  acted  to  move  their  case 
to  the  Federal  Courts,  effectively 
postponing  a hearing  scheduled 
for  Tuesday. 

THE  BRAVES  had  been  sche- 
duled to  appear  before  a circuit 
court  to  show  why  an  injunction 
preventing  them  from  moving  to 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  should  not  be  allow- 
ed. The  County  of  Milwaukee  has 
a contract  with  the  Braves  ex- 
tending through  the  1965  season. 

No  date  was  set  in  federal 
court  for  the  hearing  which 
would  first  determine  jurisdict- 
ion. Attorney  Ray  T.  McCann,  re- 
presenting the  Milwaukee  base- 
ball club  argued  that  the  proper 
place  for  the  suit  was  in  federal 
court  because  the  Braves  are  a 
Delaware  corporation  with  princi- 
pal offices  in  Chicago. 

DALE  IHLENFELDT,  clerk  of 
the  federal  court,  said  the  court 
may,  however,  refuse  jurisdiction 
on  the  basis  that  the  Braves’ 
principal  place  of  business  is  in 
Milwaukee. 

The  restraining  order  prohibits 
the  Braves  from  asking  the  Nat- 
ional League  for  permission  to 
move. 

MAYOR  HENRY  MAIER  of 

Milwaukee  met  with  representa- 
tives of  Cleveland,  Philadelphia, 
Seattle  and  Detroit  to  form  a 
statement  of  principle  in  which 
organized  baseball  was  asked  to 
act  on  four  fronts: 

-—Declare  planned  expansion. 

— FREEZE  franchise  shifts 
“unless  a community  fails  to  sup- 
port the  team  as  measured  by  a 
formula  which  would  include  the 
investment  return  to  the  club. 

— Return  of  clubs  to  local  own- 
ership. 

— REAFFIRM  baseball’s  belief 
in  sanctity  of  contracts. 

The  statement  recognizes  both 
baseball’s  rights  and  responsibili- 
ties, said  Maier. 

WE  RECOGNIZE  THE  right 
of  baseball  to  strive  for  legiti- 
mate profits  under  our  free  enter- 
prise system, 

“We  also  think  that  baseball 
has  a particular  responsibility  to 
those  communities  whose  tax

Here  the  animals  are  stunned 
with  a special  cartridge  from  a

are  bled,  skinned,  and  cleaned. 

Next,  the  usable  portions  of 
the  animal  are  sent  to  the  chill 
room,  where  the  meat  is  chilled 
for  about  24  hours.  After  chill- 
ing, the  meat  is  moved  to  the

All  meat 
is  sold  in  bulk  to  the  BYU  fac- 
ulty, staff,  and  students. 

The  curing  and  sausage  room 
is  located  in  the  new  addition. 
Here,  the  meat,  especially  pork 
and  ham,  is  pumped  with 
and  sugar  solution  and 
cured  for  10-14  days  and 
it  is  smoked.
